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Recent  statements  from  KPFA  have  made  it  abundantly  clear  that  subscribers'  re- 
plies  to  the  questionnaire  we  sent  them  contributed  enormously  to  our  new  "supplemen- 
tary subscription"  plan.  But  those  replies  were  equally  illuminating  in  many  other  ways. 
Added  on  to  the  backs  of  many  of  the  returned  questionnaires,  or  attached  in  separate 
letters,  were  extended  comments,  suggestions,  and  criticisms  having  to  do  with  every 
aspect  of  KPFA's  operation.  Although  it  has  been  impossible  to  reply  to  most  of  these— 
the  activity  they  have  stimulated  has  in  itself  compounded  the  impossibility  —  they  have 
all  been  thought  about,  many  have  been  debated  by  the  staff,  some  are  incorporated  in 
what  we  do  now,  or  will  be  in  the  future. 

The  range  of  these  comments  was,  as  has  been  said,  as  broad  as  possible,  but  most 
particularly  they  had  to  do  with  promotion  and  with  programming.  It  is  not  sur- 
prising that  our  correspondents  should  have  emphasized  ideas  about  promotion.  That, 
after  all,  is  what  we  were  most  immediately  concerned  with  in  our  communication;  or 
more  fundamentally,  with  survival.  But  if  the  questions  we  put  had  to  do  with  how 
KPFA  could  be  enabled  to  continue  doing  anything,  the  real  question  is  what  KPFA  is 
doing.  And  reply  after  reply  demonstrated  a  recognition  of  this  fact. 

That  we,  too,  are  perpetually  concerned  with  what  goes  out  over  the  air  should 
be  evident  to  anyone  who  examines  the  Folio  for  any  period  of  time.  The  many  new 
programs,  and  new  series  of  programs,  appearing  in  the  schedule  at  present  will  show 
the  direction  of  our  own  thinking  about  this  matter.  The  reader  will  note  especially 
the  number  of  new  programs  in  the  field  of  literature  and  drama.  These  as  well  as  older 
ones  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  Folio,  and  we  hope  they  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  further 
comment  from  the  audience.
